iji the yellow mud beneath the wreckage. 
The bodies of the 


dead have been removed to the Camden morgue and the in- 
jured were rushed to Atlantic City. 


The accident was caused by the improper setting of a 


switch, according to reports received here. 
The flyer was 


thrown onto a curve leading into a branch line to Wildwood 
arid Cape May. The switch was set for a slow freight train. 
The flyer was traveling at the rate of seventy miles an hour 
and the engineer did not slow down as he reached the junc- 
tion, expecting a clear straight track. 
The train was made 


up of two Pullman cars, one club car and four coaches. The 
speeding train took the curve at a leap, ploughed sixty feet 
across the ground and piied up in a heap of wreckage. 


Relief trains and wrecking 'crews were rushed from At- 


lantic City and Camdn. Survivors said that the noise was 
deafening as the coaches piled up on one another and then 
the screams of the injured and frightened passengers could 
be heard above the roar of the steam from the wrecked 
engine.

They knew that because of the very isolation which 
ha:--, made some of our great men not so lady-like in their man- 
ners nor so scintillating with the superficial culture of the 
schools, we were meant to be different. Our rawness, the lack 
of some of the graces of life are due to the stern necessities 
of a pioneer country. We inherit the tradition of Lincoln, the 
backwoodsman, of Washington, the simple surveyor and 
country gentleman, of Jefferson, the democrat.

The peculiar genius of this country is in its idealism, chok 


ed, difu ourr;ged, sneered at, but active beneath all the slurs 
and insultf. of the "practical" old world. America must fashion 
wings to its aspirations. It must cobble out seven league boots 
for its good intentions. It must carve ascending steps on the 
precipice of inertia and folly by which its dreams of peace 
and plenty for all mankind may climb.

iji the yellow mud beneath the wreckage. 
The bodies of the 


dead have been removed to the Camden morgue and the in- 
jured were rushed to Atlantic City. 


The accident was caused by the improper setting of a 


switch, according to reports received here. 
The flyer was 


thrown onto a curve leading into a branch line to Wildwood 
arid Cape May. The switch was set for a slow freight train. 
The flyer was traveling at the rate of seventy miles an hour 
and the engineer did not slow down as he reached the junc- 
tion, expecting a clear straight track. 
The train was made 


up of two Pullman cars, one club car and four coaches. The 
speeding train took the curve at a leap, ploughed sixty feet 
across the ground and piied up in a heap of wreckage. 


Relief trains and wrecking 'crews were rushed from At- 


lantic City and Camdn. Survivors said that the noise was 
deafening as the coaches piled up on one another and then 
the screams of the injured and frightened passengers could 
be heard above the roar of the steam from the wrecked 
engine.

They knew that because of the very isolation which 
ha:--, made some of our great men not so lady-like in their man- 
ners nor so scintillating with the superficial culture of the 
schools, we were meant to be different. Our rawness, the lack 
of some of the graces of life are due to the stern necessities 
of a pioneer country. We inherit the tradition of Lincoln, the 
backwoodsman, of Washington, the simple surveyor and 
country gentleman, of Jefferson, the democrat.

means that there are no classes, but just citizens, in this coun- 
try, and that every last one of us owes no group, no interest. 
no party .-.nything, but owes all the rest of us every bit of 
t'aith, idealism and power that is in him.

The task of this country is clearly apparent between the 


lines of the Declaration of Independence. America's work in 
the world is to unleash the world longing for brotherhood and 
peace from the social, political and economic cord that bind it 


The peculiar genius of this country is in its idealism, chok 


ed, difu ourr;ged, sneered at, but active beneath all the slurs 
and insultf. of the "practical" old world. America must fashion 
wings to its aspirations. It must cobble out seven league boots 
for its good intentions. It must carve ascending steps on the 
precipice of inertia and folly by which its dreams of peace 
and plenty for all mankind may climb.
